WHY MUST THE SCHOOLS | 
BE REORGANIZED ? : 


This war can be lost. If we lose’ the war, 


the American’system of education, like all other’ 


democratic institutions, will exist no more. Our 
national existence is at stake; compared to this 
enormous fact, our comfort, our accustomed 
way of doing things, are of small importance. 
Every person, every institution, every activity, 
is q link in the military chain. The enemy is 
waging a total war against us; we cannot hope 
to win with an effort which is short of total. It 
would be tragic if the war weré lost because, 
let us say, the schools had failed in the task 
of providing trained workers for war industry, 
or had: failed to teach children to take care of 
themselves during an air raid, or had bungled 
the job of. building that morale without which 
a population may crack up under stress. 


“The American People are determined to 
defeat the Fascist Axis. The American People 
will win, but only when every segment of our 
population has been roused into victory effort. 

“Labor and industry have -faken tremendous 
forward strides in the production battles. The 
schools with their high potential of production, 


ft 
matched this effort. Teachers must: help re- 
organize the schools to put them fully at the 
service of a democratic nation in its struggle 
with the Axis powers. Our present curricula, 


* and school organization in general, were not 


developed with the problems of war time in’ 
mind. In fact, they were in need of extensive ° 
overhauling even before the war. We cannot 

help win the war’ in 1942 with “1920 Model” 

schools. “Schools as usual" is as dangerous 

a slogan as “busiriess as usual.” Let us plan 

systematically for the adaptation of the schools 

to present: needs. 


HAVE NOT THE PHILADELPHIA SCHOOLS 
ALREADY BEEN ADJUSTED TO 
WAR-TIME NEEDS ? 


The Philadelphia school system.has made 
contributions to the war needs ‘through the 
extended vocational training program, service 
in draft registration, civilian defense instruc- 
tion, and air raids.drills. All this is to the good. 
But itis only.a beginning. Our aid to the war 
effort will have to be much more extensive 
and more thorough-going. A comparison of 
the present Philadelphia school activities with 
the Victory Program for Education printed at 
the erid of this leaflet will show how very much 
more remains to be done. -

HOW SHOULD PLANS FOR WAR-TIME: 
EDUCATION BE MADE ? 


Federal agencies have recommended that 
labor-management committees. be set up ‘in, 
defense plants to plan for increased production: 
It is recognized that the men who do the actual 
work are in position to make valuable sug- 
gestions about adapting the work program to 
war needs. Does not the same principle apply 
to education? The Teachers Union of Phil- 
adelphia, believing that a people’s~war can 
most successfully be prosecuted under con- 
ditions where the people concerned,’ have a 


share in planning ‘it, has sent a resolution to 


the Board of Education urging the setting up 


- of acity-wide planning committee consisting of 


representatives of teachers, parents, organized 
labor, and school officials whose duty shall be 
to plan the thorough -going- reorganization of all 
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phases of the school system which may in any 
way be pertinent to the winning of the war or 
to the safety and health of the children. The 
Union further asked that this committee be as- 
sisted in.its work by democratically elected 
committees representing particular schools or 
school districts. 


Teachers have been advised to keep them- 
selves in readiness for work in their own field. 


’ They have received no coordinated, broad fer- 


spective of the school victory work, nor have 
their organizations been sufficiently utilized in 
planhing such work. The lack of a clearly 
undersiood policy makes it easy for appeasers 
to sow confusion and dissatisfaction. Clarity, 
democratic organization , and timely. in- 
formation are essential. 


WILL REORGANIZATION AFFECT PUPIL 
AND TEACHER WELFARE ADVERSELY ? 


Failure to reorganize the schools will 
certainly affect pupil and teacher welfare 
adversely if, through such failures the--war is 
lost or victory is delayed. Reorganization of 
the schools to fit the times is per se a good 
thing; education is jer life today, not for life 


War industry used 5,000,000 workers’ in 
1941, will’ need 18,000,000 in 1942, and 
25,000,000 in 1943. According to the Bureau 
of Census, "Human. Resources for War Survey”’ 
issued March 10, 1942, “the maximum number 
of additional men available to the labor force 
can hardly exceed two million. A larger ex- 
pansion of the total labor supply can be 
achieved only by drawing in millions of 
women.” The report said that 15,600,000 house 
wives between 18 and 44 years of age, re- 
present the principal labor reserve, and that 
four million males now in school are a potential 
labor force. To this we must add the great 
numbers of girls now in’school. The schools 
can help solve this serious problem of in- 
creasing the labor force by:— 


1. Rapid establishment of day care centers 
for children of working mothers. In spite of the 
lack of such facilities, mony mothers are taking 
factory jobs and leaving their children to roam 


‘the’ streets unsupervised, thereby contributing 


to the current rapid increase of juvenile delin- 
quency. “Local communities can apply to the 
federal government for funds under the “Com; 
munity Facilities Bill’.(Federal Public Law No. 


yesterday or for life during an.unpredictable 


‘tomorrow. Of course, the schools might be 


reorganized unwisely; it is our responsibility 
to-see to it that correct decisions are made. at 
each point, We should tolerate no lowering 
of educational standards, no risk to pupils’ 
health? We should always seek to safeguard 
the working conditions, ihe salary standards, 
and the tenure rights of school employees. 
Many inequities exist in regard to class size, 
salaries, working conditions. But no teacher 
will want to make the solution of these a pre- 
requisite to full pdrticipation in the war effort. 
Suppose the auto workers had refused con- 
version because of unadjusted grievances ? 
Suppose the Negroes refused to support the 
war because of discrimination? 


If we ourselves meet the challenge, if we 
do our job to defeat fascigm, we can raise 
education to levels hitherto unreached,.and at 
the same time secure, adjustment of economic 
and professional inequities. 


The Teachers Union of Philadelphia offers

4. Acceleration of the high school program. 
A pupil who graduates one year earlier may 


still be in time to help us win the war; one year | 


later may be too late—for him and for America. 
A program of acceleration, if it is to accomplish 
its purpose, must not be limitéd to the brighter 
pupils -who can successfully take five major 
subjects aterm. The experience of World War 
I, which is already being borne out in World 
War II, shows that the alternative to graduating 
pupils in shorter time is to have large numbers 


_ of them leave school for jobs, minus the benefit 


of a complete high school course. Dangers 
which might arise from acceleration can be 
obviated by careful planning. 


5. Build more shops. Reorganizing priori- 
ties problems, efforts must be made to. obtain 


more shop .and office equipment. Probably 
existing equipment can be used still more 
effectively. 


6. Give girls equal opportunity with boys 


to acquire vocational training for war, in- 
dustries, and encourage girls to take such 
courses. - Similarly, encourage’ women ‘to take 
the courses. 


II. How the schools can aid in the training of the armed forces. 


The high schools cannot duplicate an. 


ermy training camp, but education in prep- 
aration for military service is possible and. es- 
sential. However, such preparation is not a 
matter of facing right.and left and marching in 
formation. Colonel B. W. Venable of the United 
States War Department says: 


“During the last war we attempted to solve 
the pre-induction training problem... . by 
establishing a Student Army Training Corps... 


The Student Army Training Corps gave enough _ 


military training to destroy the curriculum, but 
not enough to produce good soldiers . . . The 
present, emergency means that we must con- 
tinue the normal educational process and, in 
addition, stress subjects that have a specific 
place in our war effort, whether it be along 
civil or military lines.” 


Ill. How the schools can 


1. Strengthen unsafe school buildings. 


2. Construct air-raid shelters for schools. 


3. Make plans now for possible evacuation 
of children from the city. ° 


4. Hold gas mask drills as well as air-raid 
drills; provide for gas shelters; put gas filters 
into ventilating shafts. 


5. Give air raid warden courses, first aid 
courses, fire-fighting - courses, gas decon- 
tamination courses. 


6..Appoint more physicians, nurses, 
psychiatrists, counselors, in order to’ protect 
children from the physical and mental hazards

1. Establish courses: in military science. 

Such courses should include the elements of 

map reading, navigation, ballistics, general 
military strategy, etc. :

3. Establish | automobile 
courses and encourage most boys and girls to 
take them. 


4. Through clubs and class-work, increase 
those activities which would tend to make the 
pupils “air-minded.”’ This means model air- 
plane building, training in airplane spotting, 
learning the physics involved in fight, the 
mathematics of navigation,

of war time. Expand the health and physical 


education programs. 


7. Reduce size of classes, so-.as to increase 
the number of teachers taking care of children 
during air-raids, and to provide more effective 
pupil — teacher contacts during a period when 
mental tension is bound to increase. 


8: Provide more .extensively for feeding 
of under-nourished children. 


§. Continue and extend such services as 
sale of defense stamps, collection of scrap metal 
and newspapers, knitting for the soldiers. 
Schools can produce bandages, splints, simple 
drugs needed by the Red Cross. Articles which 
are becoming scarce: because of priorities can 
be repaired. 


IV. How the schools can aid in building morale 


1. Establish school and district committees 
which include representatives of the community 
as well as the teachers. Such committees will 
do much to forge a bond of mutual service 
between school and community. The school 
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must extend its work to the whole community 
and reflect the needs of the whole community, 
now more than ever. 


2. Teach what we are fighting for inorder 
to create eagerness to fight; study the lives of 


maintenance: 


men like MacArthur, Grant, Sheridan, Wash- 
ington, and Marion to develop understanding 


of such men as the heroes of our great military 
struggles for democracy. 


3. Center the whole program of studies 
around problems of democracy and the war. 
The fundamentals of education must have new 
motivation, application and emphasis. Study 
our demoératic heritage (Bill of Rights, etc.) 
Study current problems of economic security 
and of our war needs (resources, production, 
military science, etc.) Assembly and club 


programs should be utilized fully for the same 
purposes. , 


4. Establish classes for adults, forums, 
radio programs in fields related to deinocracy 
end the waging of the war.. Special attention 
must be given to development of real under- 


. standing of the contributions to our democracy 


by racial and national minorities. Anti-negro 


prejudice and anti-semitism must be eliminated 


if we are to have.the unity fo win this war, 
Particular effoft must be made to see that 


Negroes are given full opportunity to par- 


ticipate in every phase of school avtivity. 


WHAT SHALL WE DO?

The writer attended tho nesting of the Forun at the tiew Century 
Glub on Sunday, danuary 23, 1944, when the featured speaker was Congressman 
THOMAS A. SCANLON. ED BRANDT acted. ag permanent chairman. LESTER TEMPEST 
was introduced by BRAHDY .as guest chairman for the evening and as ‘the: 
Regional Director of the United Federal Workers of America. The meeting 
was rather poorly attended - about 125 parsons being present. Tha writer 
recognized DAVID LEVINSON, ANNA M. W. PENNYPACKER and BETTY WERB in the 
audience. MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN spoke during the intersiesion. 


. TEHPES? introduced SCANLON ag a union nan from Pittsburgh. The 
latter read portions of a speach and elaborated without deaumontary assistance 
on other portions. fhs speceh was very poorly delivered and parts were almost 
incoherent. The talk was divided into three parts. Tho first dealt with the 
probleus of inflation and thse need for subsidies. SCANLON dascribed the 
lobbies of big. tusinesamen and special interests who are seeking inflation 
and the danger of proposed inerwasee in prices. He spoke of the need and 
desirability of subsidies to keep prices dow and suggested that trade. 
unionists carry.on lobbying and pressure activity on their Congressman: ‘The 
second part of the talk dealt with the soldiers! vote bill. He said there 
was a plot afoot to disenfranchise the soliders. This plot is being led by 
the reactionary olements in Congress who are opposing President ROOSEVELT. 

The Renkin bill for the soidiers' vote was described ag undesirable and the 
Green-Lucas bill was described as 4 simple, efficacious remedy. Congresaman 

' SCANLON Linked the soldiers'-vote bill with o fight for an anti-poll tax 
bill and talked briefly of the évils in the poll tax states of tha. South 
where both whites and Negroes have been disenfranchised and prevonted by 
this moans from electing progreesive repreventatives to Congress. Tha. third 
part of the epeech wis devoted to & new bi, apparently introduced by SCANLON 
hinself, to create a special board, functioning ‘dn somewhat cinilar fashion 
to the War Labor Board, which will pass upon wago inereages and persons in the 
Federal service. Tide will bo a wartime board. which wild expire one year 
after the end of the war. It will act only upon wage inorcases affecting the 
entire groups or classes of Federal employees and only on complaints filed 
with it by the Federal workers through their chosen organizations. (In effect 
this bill would require that the employees of every Federal agemoy would have 
to form or join a Jabor union in order to be peane -by/ the ieee seers da

"Russia or the Soviet Union is preparing for a series of five~year 
plans for reconstruction of her own torn country, This means that 
Russia wants to concentrate om building at home with all her effort 
which is a guarantee that she seeks peace.

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At the conclusion of the question period, HIKE GATES, 
Director’of the PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIBNCE, made a short speech 
with relation to’ the condition of the school, stressing the need for con- 
tributions to defray its operating expenses.

On Sunday evening, November 17, 1046, the iter attended a meeting of 
the FORUM of the PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE, held at the Musicians! 
Hall, 120 North 18th Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


The affair started at 6:30 P.u., and the audience consisted of approx- 
imately 250 to 300 persons, about ten per cent of whom were Negroes. Copies of 
the "INFHOMATION BULLETIN’ issued by the Soviet Embassy at Washington, 1.6.) 
entitled "THE GREAT STALIN FIVE-YEAR PLAN" (1946-1950) were handed out to those 
attending as they entered the hall,/and_a-copy of—this-bulletin was~obtained and 


' 4s being placed in the office library. «iso, blue cards listing several books. 


on Russia; issued by the Locust Bool Shop, had been placed on each chair} and - 
one of these cards has been retained as an exhibit in the LOCUST BOOK SHOP file. 


The woman who acted as Chairman of the meeting is believed to be MARY 
FOLEY GROSSYAN, although she could not be positively identified (she is about 
thirty-five to forty years of age, five feet four inches tall, weighs approxi- 
mately one hundred thirty pounds, and has dark auburn heir). ANNA H. W. PENNY- 
PACKER also occupied a seat on the platform. LEONARD SEITCHIK was identified 
as boing among those in the audience. 


The speaker for the evening was VALDIMIR KAZAKAVICH, Russian-born 
professor ani writer on economics, whose tople was "THE SOVIET UNION'S NEW 
PIVE-YEAR PLAN". He first reviewed the first three Five-Year Plans and the 
purposes for which they had been placed in operation in Nuseia. The first of 
these was inaugurated in 1928, and had for its purpose the development of 
agricultural and industrial equipment and ths establishment of industrial centers. 
The second Five-Year Plan, which started in 1952, was mainly devoted to the 
development of electricity and the manufacture of motors and associated equipment. 
fhe third Five~Year Plan, which was.intended to run from 1988 through 1942, but 
was interrupted by World War II before its completion, was concerned chiefly 
with chemical developments. He mentioned incidentally that the Russians began 
nuclear research as far back as 1915, but they believed in not talking avout it 
until their work was Finished. The third Pive-Year Plan also contained a large 
housing program. ‘ 


In seanie to the earlier Five-Year Plans, KAZAKAVICH mentdoned that 
outside capital had been used. At first Wall Street bankers loandd them all they, 
desired at a six per cent rate of interest. Later, they refused to make loans. 
to Russia, but no limitation was made on loans to Germany, which country in turn 
passed it on to Russia at a higher rates of interest. Ironically enough, Russia 


. Lully repaid Germany, which, however, defaulted in payments due to, the tothes: 
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s J t 
States. The fourth and latest Five-Year Plan, which is just being launched, will 
extend from 1946 through 1950. Fundamentally, it will take up where the preceding 
plan left off, and attempt to bring its purposes to fruition. Its practical aims 
are to rahabllitate the ravaged areas of the country; to restore the pre-war 
level in industry and agriculture, and then to surpass this level in a more or 
less substantial measure. It 49 planned to soon abolish the rationing systen. 
The latter step was to be taken this year, but inferLor harvests in usually pro- 
ductive areas and better ones in normally poor areas created a problem of re-~ 
distribution which hae necessitated the exteneion of rationing, most probably until 
1047. Special attention will also be devoted to increasing the production of 
consumer goeds, of which there is presently a scarcity. Thies was stated as being 
fundamentally in keeping with the aim of a socialistic state whose key-note is 
"plenty". ; . 


KAZAKAVICH stressed the fact that under the Russian system a steady 
inorease in production could be expected ag there were no extremes "ups" and 
"downs" as in capitalistic countries such as the United States, where periods of 
prosperity and depression have been successively experienced. In 1929 Russia 
produced between one-third and ono-quarter as much as the United States, and by 
1950 should be producing one-half as much as thie country. He mentioned that 
soma individuals have criticized STALIN's estimates of ‘anticipated progress as 
being contradictory and inconaistant, but he said that these estimates referred ! 


to two ontirely different things. Within thrae yoara STALIW predicted that 


production would be again at its pre-war peak, while he stated that the rebuilding 
program would require six or sevon years. . ; 


RAZAXAVICH ridiculed the idea of an "iron curtain” in Russia, saying 
that all the data he has discussed is freely available, yet none of the newspapers 
will bother to print 1t. Educational progress was also mentioned as an aim of the 
present plan. He concluded his remarks by stressing that the new Five-Year Plan 
was not to be the final one, and stated that successive Five-Year Plans would be 
adopted to fit the particular needs at the time until Russia's produotion assures 
its security. ; a oN

Ab the close of his remarke the Chairman asked for questions from the 
audience, which she then restated and KAZAKAVICN answered. -In response to an 
inguiry as to why Rusaia could not now obtain the loans it desires in the United 
States if Wall Street had formerly met all demands, KAZAKAVICH replied that Ee wo 
Russia presently desired loans from the United States Government, which was a - 
different proposition than borrowing from private bankers. KAZAKAVICH. was then 
asked the cost of tuition in Russian colleges. He stated that Ke did ‘not ‘know

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the. figures, but in many instances, especially in the. poorer sections, : governmont 
scholarships wore frequently granted. He was asked how physicians were paid in 
Russia, and he explained that all physicians had to devote five hours daily to 

. free patient work, for which they were paid by the government. They. are en- 


couraged to spend the remainder of their time on research, and given quarters for - 


that purpose. while they are allowed to practice privately they are heavily taxed 
on the income from such prac tsees 

KAZAKAVICH was also asked how the present wage levels in Ruasia compare 
‘ with pre-war standards. Ha said there had recently been a genoral increase, which 
meant little however, since there were so few articles that could be bought beside 
necessities. Various luxuries can, however, be purchased from government con- 
trolled stores at exceedingly high prices which few can afford. 


At the conclusion of the. quéstion period the meeting wae adjourned after 
an announcement by the Chairman that next week's speaker on the subject of 
URACE-HATE OB REASON" would Be New Yorir Congressman ADAM CLAYTOR POWELL. Flyers 
advertising this meeting wore ‘distributed at the door as the audience left, and 
one wag obtained and is being placed ag an exhibit in the "PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL

On January 24, 1947, Mre. MARION 8. TATE, 27 Second Avenue, Haddon 
Heights, New Jersey, appeared at this office and advised that her son had been 
enrolled in this school during the winter of 1945446 and until November, 1946. 
This school was built bythe Curtie-Publishing family and is assisted by the 
Community Chest. Mrse TATE advised that her son is employed at the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, Department of Justice, Philadelphia. 


Nrs. TATE belonged to the parents! auxiliary of this school, which 
group meets for a lecture at the school each Saturday at 11:00 a.m. These 
lectures were held for the parents’ auxiliary and their friends. The door 
to this school is kept closed but is answered by the children as the parents 
come to attend the meeting with their friends. The lectures were very 
Communistic in tone and frequently hed speakers from ICCASP. {fhe speakers 


wv all spoke highly in favor of Russia and accused America of being Pasciste 


One teacher from the Philadelphia school system, a Mrs. GROSSMAN (probably 

pV MARY FOLEY GROSSHAN) ~sondemned the racial prejudices of America against ~ 
Negroes and Jews. She stated that America is really a Fascist countrys Mrso 
GROSSMAN. also pointed out that UNRRA trucks were sent to Greece during the 
Greek election to try to sway the feelings.of the Greeks. She condemned this 
practice bitterly. 


Mrs. TATE advised that the director of this school is Mr. JOHAN 
GROLLE, who is very much un-American in his statements. He told Mrs. TATE 
that America could not progress because it had produced no statesmen and he 
defied Mrs. TATE to name one statesman thet America has produced in recent 
years, stating that Russia has produced manyo

Among the instructors and the courses listed in the eatalogue of the FATA 
DELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENOH AND ART for the spring term of 1945, was 
MARY POLEY GROSSMAN as instructor of the courge "Labor and Trade Unionisn, * 
which was concerned with basic trade union pfinciples and practices. - It was 
‘stated that the problems of labor today would be analyzed in terms of trade 
union history, and the wag and possible aims of the nation. 


Confidential Informant T-10 advised Special Agent JOHN A. HEBENSTREIT and 
Special Employee EDWARD CRAIG, December 4, 1947, that subject waa a faculty 
nenbder of the PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL Of SOCIAL SCITHCE AND ART for the spring terme 
of 1944 and 1945.

He further stated that the United 
States vas unfortunate in having CHUROHILL visit our country, and that this 
Was pure entagoniem against Russia. He stated, also, that Ruesla was inter- 
ested in two things ~ recenstruction and international security - but, that 
this was denied by a diseredited British statesman in our midst, and, also, 

by our congress with the support of a lying press.

The “White Collar News? for March, 1945, the official organ of the UOPWA Union 
in this area, carried an item announcing that Local #22, UOPWA ~ O10, bas been 
holding weekly labor current topic classea on Tuesday evenings at cight o'clock. 
According to this item, MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN, faculty member of the RHILADELPHIA 
SCHGOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE AND ART, was leader of the class. She was listed as 
former president of Local $192 of the ANURICAN FEDERATION OF TRACHERS. It is 
to be noted that Local #192 was expelled from the AMERICAN FEDERATION oF 
PRACHERS June 7, 1941, beacause of its alleged Communist control, In the Octo- 
ber, 1941, isene of the "American Teachéx" page two, an article appeared which 
Was ‘entitled "The 25th Anmal Convention - Gonstitutionality Upheld on Ousting 
of Locals*. This was indicated. "By an overwhelming vote of the 1941 Conven- 
tion of the AMERICAN FRDERATION GF PRACHERS meeting in Detroit, Michigan, dur- 
ing the week of Auguat 22, 1941, which adopted the report. of the Executive 
Council on the constitutionality of the fevoosation of charters of Locals #5, 
¢537, end $192.". The "American Teacher" is the official publication of the 
AMERIGAN PHDERATION OF THACHERS.
